The Third Hand on Ships’ Clecks. Captains 
and officers of regular steamers are pleasantly 
looking forward to the near future when “ the 
third hand,” or “ the red hand,” will be retired 
from its position on the dials of ships’ chrono- 
meters.

the oversight in the missing of trains and busi- 
ness appointments. Under tke forthcoming 
standardising of British and Irish times sea 
traffic, and railways linked directly with it in 
this country, should be greatly facilitated. 

More “ American Cousins.”"—Another fairly 
numerous party of “ American cousins ”’ arrived 
during the week-end at the port of Dublin, and 
proceeded mostly to destinations in the West, 
and South of Ireland. Some of these last 
arrivals were anxious to know why the Queens- 
town call had been discontinued, and could not 
understand why they were taken on to Great 
Britain, only to be sent back across the Channel. 
One Irish-American regarded the round-about 
trip as a “ powerful waste of steam and time,” 
and most of such travellers are annoyed at the 
extra bother and expense entailed in trans- 
shipping and the conveyance of their luggage. 

Increased Imports.—A pronounced and pre- 
liminary flutter in certain classes of goods is 
noticeable amongst the imports—mainly from 
cross Channel—at present being landed at the 
North and South Walls of the Liffey. It is 
palpable that the next Budget has already an 
influence on the laying in of stocks of certain 
stuffs which are regarded as “ likely goods” to 
attract the imposition of a new tax or the in- 
creasing of an existing toll. The astute im- 
porters are prudent enough not to cause com- 
ment by unexpectedly heavy consignments, pre- 
ferring rather to ship little and often, and m 
this manner very generous lots, amongst which 
food-stuffs are prominent, are being transferra + 
to this side of the Irish Channel, where they 
will be stored until the regular winter demand 
releases them for consumption.
